Last Friday afternoon at the Vaca-Esparto game, the Bulldogs came out 
on the bad end of the score, dropping the game to the Esparto Beavers to the 
tune of 19-6. 

The Esparto club came out with a better team than many had expected, 
showing up with, good passing and running offense, 

Vaca Wins Flip 

The two captains flipped a coin and Vacaville won, choosing to receive. 
At the kick-off the Bulldogs received the ball. They tried for yardage, but 
after the fourth down they had to turn the ball over to the Beavers. 

The Beavers made line plunges mainly in the center, making continuous 
first downs and much yardage through pass plays. They finally plunged over 
the center for the first score of the game which was shortly after the kick- 
off. They then tried for a conversion through a line plunge and made it 
good. 

Bulldogs Score 

When the Bulldogs received the kick-off from the Beavers, they start d 
down the field, trying several typos of plays, finally deciding that passes 
worked the best. They maneuvered themselves into scoring position, and then 
Nick Lorenzo throw a long and high pass to Nick Papin over the goal line for 
the one and only score for the Bulldogs. 

The Beavers made another touchdown, but failed to convert, and the half 
ended with the score 13-6 in Esparto's favor. 

Last Half Becomes Rough-and-Tumble 

The second half was a rough and tumble game, with both teams pushing 
each other about the field. Neither team came close to scoring position un- 
til the last quarter when the Beavers intercepted a Vaca pass and ran down 



down within ten yards of the C oal line. They finally pushed the ball ever but 
failed tr convert. The rest of the Inst quarter was spent in narhinr tine un- 
til the final whistle blew, fivinr Esparto a win for it's first c^e of the
